REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





To the School Board and Citizens of Plaistow: 


It is with pleasure that I present my annual report as Super- 
intendent of your. schools. 


The Statistical Report is for the school year ending June 
30, 1939. This report is followed by the reports of the Music 
Supervisor and the School Nurse. 


The, teaching staff at the Pollard School is the same as last 
year. With the closing of the school at ‘Westville and the trans- 
portation of these children to the Pollard School, the number of 
teachers is reduced from nine to eight. Miss Elizabeth McGagh 
the teacher at Westville, has a position in the schools of Milford, 
N. H. Miss Boody, Miss Lucier and Miss Neville attended sum- 
mer school last summer. Seven of our nine teachers completed 
Dr. Durrell’s course in Remedial reading last spring. Our teaching 
force is composed of persons well trained professionally and com- 
petent in the execution of their work. The Metropolitan Achieve- 
ment tests which are given each year in grades one to eight, re- 
veal commendable work and a spirit present in the schools which 
brings satisfactory results. The interest of the pupils, which is 
strong evidence of success in school work, is manifest to a re- 
markable degree. The schools are well equipped for their work. 


The enrollment for the school year covered by this report 
was 193, which was twelve less than during the previous year. 
The school attendance averaged 94.25%. of the membership, as 
compared with the state average of 94.74%. 


There were twenty boys and girls graduated from the 
eighth grade last June. All of these have entered a high schoo! 
this year. Marion Haseltine was the recipient of the medal 
awarded by the Sons of the American Revolution to the pupil 
in the graduating class of the elementary schools who has bes‘ 
exemplified the principles of good citizenship. The following 
list shows the September enrollment of Plaistow pupils in High 
Schools: 

Haverhill High School 43 
Sanborn Seminary 20 


Total pupils enrolled in high schools 63 
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Children between the ages of sixteen and twenty-one years 
old may be employed in industry. The working certificate, if 
the work is in New Hampshire, is issued by the Superintendent 
of Schools for the town where the work takes place. Applicant 
should bring a birth certificate and a statement from the employ- 
er certifying that employment is being given. If work is in Mass- 
achusetts, applicant should present to school department where 
work is located, a copy of birth certificate, and a statement of 
employment, and working papers will be given in exchange for 
these. In New Hampshire the certificate is required between 
the ages of sixteen and eighteen years. Those over eighteen 
years are required to file a birth certificate with the employer, 
and no work certificate is necessary. In Massachusetts, work- 
ing certificates are required from persons sixteen to twenty-one 
years old. Vacation and out-of-school-hours employment cer- 
tificates may be obtained as formerly. 


Training in safety has become almost as much of a neces- 
sity as other fundamentals in any plan of education in this count- 
ry. Considerable attention is being given to safe precedure at 
home, at school, on the playground, on the road, with fire and 
poisons, in water sports, and other varied aspects of safe living. 


Our cities have trade schools and mechanic art classes and 
are able to furnish this type of education to those pupils, of high 
school age, that get a greater development from such experience 
than from the regular high school work. ‘These opportunities 
are not open to those of our boys that need it. The only solution 
of this problem would be the establishment of such a school for 
a number of towns or a certain section. Haverhill has such a 
school, but at the present time it cannot take out-of-town 
pupils. If a school in this section, like Atkinson Academy or 
Sanborn Seminary could introduce such work, it would help both 
the pupils and the school. There is a real need for such work, 
and there are federal grants available to the school offering such 
instruction. 


The programs offered by the Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Camp- 
fire Girls, and Four-H Clubs, have splendid possibilities for 
character building and development of youth. Greater commu- 
nity cooperation is needed to carry out these programs. These 
organizations assist, in an effective way in the educational pro-

gram of our public schools. A Girl Scout group of about twenty- 
four girls with Miss Neville as leader has met every other week 
in the fourth grade room. 


A much needed coat of paint was applied to the Pollard 
School during the summer. Also, eave-troughs were put on to 
lead roof water away from the building. It was found that 
water from the roof was doing damage both to the sides of the 
building and to the foundation. If screens were made and in- 
stalled on a part of the windows of each room a great improve- 
ment would result. Flies flock into the rooms in the Fall and in 
the Spring, attracted by crumbs from noon lunches. _ A part of 
the proceeds of the last Operetta, in the hands of the teachers, 
would make a good start. We hope it will be possible to in- 
stall window screens in the near future. 


A number of motion pictures and weekly radio programs 
have done much to bring interesting events and people more 
realistically into the schoolroom. Various clubs and activities 
have made the work more interesting and helpful. They tend 
to develop such training as social responsibility, good manners, 
worthy use of leisure time, habits of cleanliness, good health, and 
good citizenship. 


Dental clinics have been made possible through the effort 
of the Parent Teacher Association. I hope it will be possible 
to continue these clinics each year. 


I am very appreciative of the interest and activity of the 
School Board in their unselfish efforts to make your schools the 
best that available funds allow. We have worked together for 
another year for the best interests of the children. 


I would like to express my gratitude for the cooperation of 
the parents and citizens, as well as to those organizations that 
have given special assistance. 


I would not forget the loyal service and active efforts of the 
teachers. I give them many thanks for their support and dili- 
gence. They deserve the bulk of the credit.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 





To the Superintendent of Schools: 


It is with pleasure I present my annual report as Supervisor 
of Music in the Plaistow Schools. 


Music education in our schools has developed a genuine en- 
thusiasm and love for good music through vocal and appreciation 
courses. 


Below is a brief outline of the work done in each grade: 


Grade 1. Rote singing. The melodies are simple but tune- 
ful, with easy progressions, and thus rote singing becomes a 
pleasurable and valuable activity. The scale is taught by rote 
and then from the blackboard. 


Grade 2. Rote singing is continued, with the material 
placed in the pupils’ hands. Notation and simple rhythms are 
presented here. : 


Grade 3. To develop a music vocabulary and broaden the 
pupils experience rote singing is still carried on. In this grade 
reading provides an opportunity for the child to gain facility in 
using simple elements of music. 


Grade 4. Here we have a review of the music elements, 
which have become familiar to the child, introduce chromatics, 
the dotted quarter and eighth notes, and simple two-part singing. 


Grade 5. In this grade 6/8 measure is introduced, also 
dotted eighth and sixteenth notes. Two-part singing is continued 
and easy three-part singing begun. 


Grade 6. More difficult chromatics, scale intervals and 
triplet time are developed. Three-part singing is continued and 
broadened. 


Grades 7 - 8. The bass clef is presented, and in these 
grades the pupils experience true harmony in four-part singing. 


Two new sets of books were added in September. Tunes 
and Harmonies in grade five and Discovery in grades seven and 
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eight, both are from The World of Music, a new course published 
by Ginn and Co. . 


In closing I wish to express my thanks to you and the teach- 
ers for the hearty co-operation extended me throughout the year.
